Editors Tribune : 

In your paper of to-day, you assume to give a 
narration of the unfortunate occurrence tbat 
took place between Burton and Flajole on the 
$ist ult., near our city. Your informant was 
very much mistaken, and your notice is eale u- 
lated to make a wrong impression, both as to 
the facts of the affray, and the conduct of the 
French citizens on that occasion. 

Burton, without cause or provocation, stab- 
bed Flajole. There was no fight except what 
Burton made—no attempt ef the boy with Fla- 
jole to interfere. It was octasioned by Flajole 
getting a load of hay where he supposed he 
had a right to get it; it was where a road bad 
been laid ont but not yet opened. After Bur- 
ton had epproeched and stabbed Flajole, the 
boy with him was alarmed, and ran to give the 
news. Several of our citizens, (not every sa- 
loon pouring forth a dozen Frenchmen, re- 
paired to the supposed scene of murder, for all 
knew Burton to bee violent man, and when 
crossed in any mutter, a desperate man. On 
arriving, they found he had retired to the 
house, a short distance from the scene of dirk- 
ing and at an end window, up stairs, armed with 
his gun, threatening to shoot whoever attempt. 
ed to take him. The Deputy Sheriff and other 
officers were soon_upon the ground, and P 
Worcester, the Clerk of our Cireuit Court, ap- 
proached within a few feet of where Burton 
was standing, and told him he must surrender | 
himself into custody; whereapon Barton laid 
down his arms and did so, and was quietly 
brought into town and taken before the magis- 
trate, who adjourned to the Court House, when 
it was found out that Flajele might possibly 
live, and Burton was ordered inte the custody 
of the Sheriff for ſu ure examination. There 
was nothing indicating what might be termed 
excitement, under such circumstances—no 
threats ; and on the part of the French, who 
did net compose one-third of thosejwho turned 
out, were the most quiet portion, and the last 
of any portion on the ground. There was 
no lynching talked of; none, we believe, 
thought of lynching, mobbing, or any other 
violence upon the person ef Burton. 

The man still lives, but is in a critieal situa- - 
tion. No examination yet had; when it is had 
you shall be furnished with the evyidenee.
